SERGEANT J. F. BROWN 


When it was reported last week that Sergeant J. F. Brown 


had captured 159 prisoners and brought them into the American 
line*, the publu was skeptical ot the truth. The American peo- 
ple would hke to have believed it, but it seemed too good to be 
true. Now it has been confirmed by reliable correspondents^ and 
the itory loses nothing when the details are known. Sergean! 
Brown did not do all the work himseli, but he was the leader and 
it was his bravery and strategy that brought success out oi dis- 
aster. 


Lett behind in the hrst rush oi the Boches, when the Amer- 


ican line retired by orders irom the commander, Brown found 
himself m command of 11 men, with a machine gun and his own 
automatic rifle. They determined to do all the damage they could. 
Waiting tor an opportunity they discovered a large Torce .-— 
proaching, and Brown gave orders for his men to hide themselv-es 
and they scattered to the woods in the darkness of the early 
riming. Brown saw the Boches destroy his machine gun and 
tften he started toward the Marne, away from his own line 
HP 


came up with an American captain also lost in the woods, and in 
, 


two hearing machine guns firing near them determined to die in I 
Hie eflort to capture the crews. The captain was killed in the 


'iture but not until the gun crew had been reduced to one man 


-m Brown finished. The firing attracted an American corporal 


also, jst, and the two thfcn charged and killed the crew of anothei 
machine gun. Brown's 11 men were near enough to distinguish 
the firing and they soon appeared, so that now there were 13 
Americans hunting for an opportunity to get some sport out of 
the situation. Wandering through the woods they discovered a 
trench taken from the Americans and now occupied by a large 
Vody ol the enemy. Here Sergeant Brown showed his strategical 
ability. Placing his 12 men at vantage points widely separated 
he obtained a position to enfilade the trench with his automatic 
At a given signal all began firing, and in a few minutes Brown 
and his comrades were disarming 100 Germans who had surren- 
dered. Starling back with these, they gathered up others until 
the halo group delivered 155 to the prison pen, and four were 
killed by the German barrage fire while on the way. 


The hom« town of Sergeant Brown, wherever it is, should 


ieol proud of him as it undoubtedly will. The incident illustrates 
the resourcefulness of the American soldier, and his ability to 
iake care of himself in tight places. 


But this is only one of many similar instances of great hero- 


ism on the part of individuals, or little groups of two or more 
wno were caugl t in the fir&t rush. Many of them did equally dar- 
»ii? teals, though none were able to make so large a bag as did 
Brnvn and his comrades. The funny part of it is that some oi 
tne enemy prisoners complained ot such warfare being unfair and 
said it was a rule when a man or men were surrounded thev should 
surrender.

SERGEANT J. F. BROWN 


When it was reported last week that Sergeant J. F. Brown 


had captured 159 prisoners and brought them into the American 
line*, the publu was skeptical ot the truth. The American peo- 
ple would hke to have believed it, but it seemed too good to be 
true. Now it has been confirmed by reliable correspondents^ and 
the itory loses nothing when the details are known. Sergean! 
Brown did not do all the work himseli, but he was the leader and 
it was his bravery and strategy that brought success out oi dis- 
aster. 


Lett behind in the hrst rush oi the Boches, when the Amer- 


ican line retired by orders irom the commander, Brown found 
himself m command of 11 men, with a machine gun and his own 
automatic rifle. They determined to do all the damage they could. 
Waiting tor an opportunity they discovered a large Torce .-— 
proaching, and Brown gave orders for his men to hide themselv-es 
and they scattered to the woods in the darkness of the early 
riming. Brown saw the Boches destroy his machine gun and 
tften he started toward the Marne, away from his own line 
HP 


came up with an American captain also lost in the woods, and in 
, 


two hearing machine guns firing near them determined to die in I 
Hie eflort to capture the crews. The captain was killed in the 


'iture but not until the gun crew had been reduced to one man 


-m Brown finished. The firing attracted an American corporal 


also, jst, and the two thfcn charged and killed the crew of anothei 
machine gun. Brown's 11 men were near enough to distinguish 
the firing and they soon appeared, so that now there were 13 
Americans hunting for an opportunity to get some sport out of 
the situation. Wandering through the woods they discovered a 
trench taken from the Americans and now occupied by a large 
Vody ol the enemy. Here Sergeant Brown showed his strategical 
ability. Placing his 12 men at vantage points widely separated 
he obtained a position to enfilade the trench with his automatic 
At a given signal all began firing, and in a few minutes Brown 
and his comrades were disarming 100 Germans who had surren- 
dered. Starling back with these, they gathered up others until 
the halo group delivered 155 to the prison pen, and four were 
killed by the German barrage fire while on the way. 


The hom« town of Sergeant Brown, wherever it is, should 


ieol proud of him as it undoubtedly will. The incident illustrates 
the resourcefulness of the American soldier, and his ability to 
iake care of himself in tight places. 


But this is only one of many similar instances of great hero- 


ism on the part of individuals, or little groups of two or more 
wno were caugl t in the fir&t rush. Many of them did equally dar- 
»ii? teals, though none were able to make so large a bag as did 
Brnvn and his comrades. The funny part of it is that some oi 
tne enemy prisoners complained ot such warfare being unfair and 
said it was a rule when a man or men were surrounded thev should 
surrender.
